Reciprocal Use of Air 


WASHINGTON (AP) The 
United States and Mexico today 
signed a convention providing for 


reciprocal use of air fields which 
will permit. American military 
planes to speed to Panama in 
the shortest possible time. 

The agreement, qualified 
authorities stated, would greatly 
strengthen aerial defences of the 
Panama Canal by making it pos- 
sible for the United States to shift 
air force reinforcements rapidly 
southward over the Rio Grande if 
danger threatened the canal zone.

This new defence compact, offi- 
cials said, is now ready for formal 
signing by representatives of the 
two governments, and will become 
Operative once it has been ratified 
by the Mexican Congress.
